FIELD INSPECTION OF 
REGISTERED SEED 

G. A. Weir, district supervis- 
or of plant products division of 
the Dominion Department of 
Agriculture, Calgary, advises 
“Growers who have purchased 
registered seed, or who have 
planted registered seed of their 
own production who desire to 
continue registration of their 
stocks should have their applic- 
ations for field inspection filed 
with production Services, Plant 
Products, Calgary, Alberta, not 
later than June 30. Application 
forms will be provided from the 
above addreas on request. This 
early filing is essential because 
it is expected that this season 
there will be a great increase 
in the number of applicants for 
field inepection and the plans 
myst be made early to secure 
if possible, adequate staff for 
these inspections. . 
REDUCING THE FALLO 
ACREAGE 

Soil erosion occurs mostly on 
fallow land. The Lethbridge 
Experimental Station, there 
fore suggests that a reduction 
in the fallow acreage would aid 
in soil conservation. 

H. Chester of the Lethbridge 
station reports that investi- 
gations covering a ten year 
peried showed little difference 
in wheat production ag between 
continous cropping, gummer- 
fallowing every second year. 

In the ten vear perind the 
following total yields were ob- 
tained by the different practices 
Continuous cropping 134 bushels 
per acre in ten years; Summer- 
fallow every third year, 14) bus. 
per acre in ten years: and 
Summerfallowing every second 
year, 133 bushele per acre in 
ten years. 

Soil erosion was completely 
and easily contrclled where the 
summerfallow was eliminated 
and the weeds have been about 
the same on all fields, 

B. OF M. CROP 
REPORT 

Early’ sown wheat is above 
ground and the seeding of 
coarse grains is well advanced. 
Low temperatures and high 
winds have retarded growth 
somewhat, and depleted top soil 
moisture. reserve moisture is 
good, but early rains would be 
beneficial thinning of sugar 
beets has commenced; in south- 
ern Alberta some frost damage 
has been reported, Pastures 
are good.

An acre of ground containe 
43,560 square feet, Consequent- 
ly a rain fall of one inch over 
an acre of ground means a total 
of 6,272,640 cubic inches of 
water or 3,630 cubic feet. 

As a cubic foot of pure water 
weighs about 62.4 pounds, it 
follows that the weight of a un- 
iform coating of water over one 
acre of surface would be 266512 


pounds or 11 and one quarter 


tons. 

The weight of an imperial 
gallon of pure water is ten 
pounds, Consequently a raine 


fall of one inch over one acre 
of ground would mean 22,651 
gallons of water.

JUNE 15 


In cities, towns and villages 
everywhere in the Dominion, 
Father's Day will be marked on 
Sunday, June 15 according to 
N .L. Birrell, of Toronto, chair- 
man of the Canadian Father's 
Day committee. The committee 
includes representatives througn 
out Canada who are seeking to 
“honor dad-builder of our 
children’s future.” 

Started three years before the 
first official Mother's Day, 
Father's Day was conceived in 
1910 by Mrs. John Bru oo Doed 
of Spokane, Washinjton. She 
felt the need of a speci! day to 
honor Father and “to call at- 
tention to Father's place in the 
home, training of the children, 
the safe way guarding of the 
marriage tie, the protection of 
womanhood ond childhood. 

Mrs. Dodd embodied her 
wishes in a letter to a Ministers 
Alliance which received it 
favorably. From this humble 
beginning, the day of remem- 
hrance grew to national import- 
ance, gaining impetus through- 
out the United States and Can- 
nda. It soon became the custom 
to wear on Father's Day, a 
and a red rose for tribute. The 
Father's Day tribute on June 15 
marks the first official cele- 
bration of the: day in Canada 
since before the | war, during 
which period, with so many 
men away in uniform, it was 
not widely marked. 

As chairman of the Father's 
Day Committee, Birrell him- 
self typifies an average Canad- 
ian father, He is the father. of 
two sons anda daughter and 
has owned and operated his own 
business since he was 93. Prom
